“ .. THERE WAS NOTHING LACKING TO THEM, NEITHER SMALL NOR GREAT, 
NEITHER SONS NOR DAUGHTERS, NEITHER SPOIL, NOR ANY THING THAT THEY HAD 
TAKEN TO THEM: DAVID RECOVERED ALL.” (1 SAMUEL 30:19) 


Beloved, how often we fret, how often we worry, how often the cares of 
this life take hold of us in the most unpleasant and unexpected ways. 
Beloved, in light of the brevity of our time-state upon the earth, in light of 
the vanity of our carnal life, consider the blessed reality of our Spiritual life 
in Christ; HE RECOVERED ALL! Indeed, because he cried “It is finished,” 
every sinner who puts their trust in Him shall be recovered! 


Beloved, if you love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity, it is because our 
Heavenly Father first loved you in Christ; indeed if God loves you, if God 
loves me everything is okay. [1 JOHN 4:19] 


For if our heavenly Father is satisfied with His Son, and His Son is 
satisfied to know that all He came to redeem shall be recovered, how 
much more should we be satisfied by the knowledge of the finished 
justifying work of our blessed Redeemer. 


Our heavenly Father spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with him also freely give us all things? How lovely

PECULIAR PEOPLE, ZEALOUS OF GOOD WORKS.” (TITUS 2:13-14) 


According to some people, Christ died to give all a chance of 
being saved! | do not know that | hate anything more in my soul 
than to hear that. It makes Jesus Christ so little—that He should do 
so much, and after all only to get us a chance of being saved. Why, 
if a man is set up in business, you see how often it happens that 
he fails in it; and if man cannot manage the paltry things of time 
and sense without being insolvent, what will he do with eternal 
realities? And if you come a little closer, when God “made man 
upright” [ECCLESIASTES 7:29] and he had no sinful nature, what 
did he do with his innocence? He lost it all! And yet poor 
presumptuous man has the vanity to think you and | could manage 
the chance of being saved. What an insult it is to the Lord Jesus 
Christ to fix the eternal honor of God upon chance, and that 
chance to be managed by a poor sinful creature who is tumbling 
into half a dozen holes every hour of his life! No, no. Thanks be to 
God for immortal realities and certainties. What is said concerning 
what Christ had done? He has “put away sin by the sacrifice of 
Himself;” [HEBREWS 9:26] He has “finished transgression and 
made an end of sin;” [DANIEL 9:24] He has “redeemed us from all 
iniquity;” He has “redeemed us from the curse of the 
law,” [GALATIANS 3:13] from destruction and from the power of 
the devil; He has “obtained eternal redemption for us;” [HEBREWS 
9:12] He has “redeemed us to God.” [REVELATION 5:9] To the 
honor of the Eternal Trinity it is said, not that the redeemed shall 
have a chance, but that the redeemed shall “come to Zion with 
songs, and everlasting joy shall be upon their heads, and sorrow 
and sighing shall flee away” [ISAIAH 35:10].
